5 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
6 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

9 (A) IN THISSECTION, "NATIONAL GUARD STUDENT" MEANS A STUDENT WHO
10 ISENROLLED IN A PUBLIC INSTITUTION OF HIGHER EDUCATION AND ISA MEMBER
11 OF THE UNITED STATES NATIONAL GUARD.

12 (B) A PUBLIC INSTITUTION OF HIGHER EDUCATION SHALL ALLOW A

13 NATIONAL GUARD STUDENT TO WITHDRAW FROM COURSES THE NATIONAL GUARD
14 STUDENT IS CURRENTLY ENROLLED IN WITHOUT NEGATIVE CONSEQUENCESTO
